DEED OP A DEMON. 


The Murdered Remain* of an En- 


tire Family Found Near New- 
comer* town, Ohio. 


NEWCOMERSTOWN, O., Oct. 34,—- 


Thisj community is now laboring un- 
der the most intense excitement over 
the discovery last night of one of the 
most shocking and revolting cases of 
murder and suicide ever occurring in 
this section of Ohio, News reached 
here about midnight that Albert Fin- 
zer, living i^ miles north of Lock 17 
in Frye's Creek Valley, on the Ohio 
Canal, had murdered his three child 
ren and his wife and then killed him- 
self, and about daylight this morning 
your correspondent repaired to the 
scene of the tragedy. From informa- 
tion secured on the ground it seems 
that last night, about 8 o'clock, Mr, 
J. Neisbaum, brother in-law of Mr, 
Ftnxer, came along the road past Fin- 
zer's house and noticed that the cow 
in the barnyard was rather restless. 
Mr. Neisbaum made an investigation 
and /ound the animal had not been 
milked for several days, and thinking 
this very strange he repaired to the 
house and found the doors all locked 
and bolted, the windows nailed down 
and the blinds drawn. He called a 
few neighbors and then began to in. 
spect the premises. 
On peeping 


through a window, the curtain of 
which was partially drawn aside, they 
were horrified at beholding blood 
stains on the floor and also a man's 
foot covered with blood near the win 
(low. Lighting a lantern they raised 
the window and entered the house,

8 to 22*4 bushels per acre; oats from 
lo to, 35 bushels per acre; potatoes, I 
think, will average 50 bushels, which 
is considered a very small crop. Corn 
was caught by the same frost that 
took in Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Northern Indiana and Northern 
Ohio. 


This is the driest year we have had 


since 1874, and unless we have a 
good deal of rain from now until the 
end of the year it will be a drier year. 


All kinds of stock do well; cattle, 


horses and sheep especially well, I 
never saw them do so well as our shave 
done this summer. Last winter was 
the coldest winter, taken as a whole, 
of any year since 1859; so James Gay. 
ton told me, aim he ought to know, 
for he has been along the Missouri 
River since that year.

been judicially held, that this pow- 
er to "regulate commerce among tho 
State" goes so f*r as to authorize 
Congress to fix the price as between 
buypr and seller; and pic business 
of railroadi and telegraphs has been 
judicially held to bo commerce, 
Therefore, Congress has never as 
sumed to fix the rates of tolls or 
charges for transportation of freights 
prpaftscngers, or for the transmis- 
sion of messages, and lu Iho act of 
1860 it only assumed tbo power lo 
fix tho rates for Govern mint inci- 
ssgob by a contract with the tele- 
graph companies, 
Tbe power to 


regulate is precisely power to pre 
vent unjustaieoriminations against 
a fair and open competition. 


Tbe further grant of power in the 


eighth section of the first article of 
the Constitution; 
"To make all 


laws which snali bo necessary and 
proper to parry in,to execution the 
foregoing powers,1' etc., cannot be 
drawn upon unless the power is 
found to exist. But, if it be deter- 
mined that tbe Government shall en- 
ter upon a public telegraph service, 
then it bat acquired tbt right and Is 
under objlgatlpn to take tbe existing 
telegraph properties in the country 
at a valuation, M provided in tbe act 
of 1866, nearly, if not quite, all the 
existing telegraph companies hav- 
ing accepted tbe provisions of that 
act.

far as business Is concerned, and has 
settled down to a commonplace 
evory-day sort of existence, wherein 
tho most exciting episodes'of its life 
is the daily appearance of the mail 
and the passing of a drover with his 
flock or herd. 


Morristown is twenty-one miles 


trom Wheeling, the busy, bustling 


was to build tht road from Cumber- 
land,'Md., to Ohio, this actthaving 
betn passed la March, 1806, but in 
1820 Congress directed tbt road to 
bt surveyed from Wheeling to St. 
Louis. In 1831 tht States through 
which it passed agreed to accept 
and care for the road through thtir 
respective territories, and this prop- 
osition was readily accepted by the 
National Government. 
In tater 


years, however, Congress made ad- 
dition appropriations but tbo States 
retained control. The road was kept 
up by means of tolls, the rates being 
then 18f cents for every 20 miles for 
two-horse vehicles, and 12£ cents for 
one-horse vehicles. 


TheStatoof Ohio retained con- 


trol of the rood until a few years 
ago, when an act of the Legislature 
relegated it to the counties through 
which it passes, and the commission** 
trs thereof now have charge. The 
toll-gates are maintained at intervals 
of ten miles and slight toll charged, 
which goes to keep it in repair; and 
notwithstanding this extra tax, there 
is not a farmer or citizen in Eastern 
Ohio who travels it, but would glad- 
Ip submit to far greater drains upon 
his purse than do without it. It is 
the very par excellence of solidity 
and mud is never known. So great, in 
fact, are the advantages that the

city of West Virginia, and is queer 
and quaint in appearance. 
The 


houses ate nearly all of brick, and 
stand out flush with tho street. It 
has .but one street—the National 
road-— and Is built on cither side of 
tho, highway for the distance of per- 
haps a mile. Neatness and cleanli- 
ness prevail, and the plenteousness 
of whitewash and paint gives it a 
cheering appearance. 
No railroad 


reaches it, and such a thing as the 
hum of a manufacturing wheel is 
never hoard, if wo except tho Hour- 
ing mill that accommodates the 
wants of the farmers of the country 
roundabout. But notwithstanding 
this, Morristown was once an impor- 
tant station on the great National 
road, which, before the days of rail- 
roads, was tho only mode of travel 
from Baltimore to the then far West. 


The history of this groat thor- 


oughfare is coincident with tho his- 
tory of one of tho most Important 
epochs of our country. If the mile. 
stones, and toll-gates, and old-time 
taverns (and taverns were as thick 
as Spanish needles in a woods pas- 
ture) could bo interviewed, varied 
and entrancing!? interesting would 
bo the tales rehearsed and experi- 
ences related of the blooming and 
booming days of prosperity of ye 
olden times. 
Andy Jackson, the 


sturdy old Democrat, and Henry 
Clay, Kentucky Harry, wore familiar 
figures in those days, and even yet 
men are to be met who drank throe- 
cent whisky and filled bumper after 
bumper of egg-nog with them at the 
old fashioned hotel bar, and never 
felt the worse for the potations 
either. 


Before tho innovation of railroads 


(perhaps that is a little overdrawn, 
but they were an innovation on the 
prosperity of the pikes) not an hour 
passed by but either a stage coach 
with its four, andoftlimes six horses 
and a driver whose whip snapped 
like a pistol; the heavily loaded, 
ponderous, 
gondola-like wagons, 


with freight from Baltimore; the 
lighter conveyance of some Congress- 
man or county Judge; the drover 
and his floolts or herds, bound for the 
Eastern market, wore to bo seen. 
From morning until night— from 
the first poop of day to the sotting of 
the sun, was one continuous bust- 
ling throng; but as the railroads 
came with their improved modes of 
travel and freighting, the coach 
gradually cowed to run, the mer- 
chant transported his goods from the 
East much cheaper and quicker, the 
stock dealer reached the market in 
better time, and the road dwindled 
down. 


How like khe experience of the hu- 


man race* 
How many men now 


living remember the awe-like man- 
ner in which they viewed the wis- 
dom of their fathers' mode of dealing 
with the problems of life; but as 
they grew in ytars and solved old 


' questions by new formulas, they 


gradually lost respect for the old 
ways, and while they continue to re- 
gard them with the Interest of cur- 
iosity, they could not force them- 
selves Into their adoption. But it is 
questionable whether the ways of 
tho present days are more conducive 
of happiness than the ways of tht 
fathers, In the grand scramble for 
the almighty dollar oar presont im 
provemtnts are mighty aide, but in 
yo olden time men were satisfied 
wlthlsss, and enjoyed mtagrentss 
fully ae much as this generation en- 
joys pknttottsatst. 


In an old newspaper clipping 


which we find in our pocket book, 
we learn a few facts about the Na- 
tional road, from which we condense 
as follows: The original intention 


people are keen to have them extend- 
ed, and In places pikes of the same 
quality are being constructed under 
the two mile law; and although the 
burdens are heavy for a few years, 
they feel themselves more than re- 
paid by the increased advantages 
and enhanced value of the land. As 
an instance of tho latter we may 
state that land on tho byroads can 
bo bought for from $35 to $50 per 
acre, while land on the lino of the 
pike, of no bettor quality so far as 
productiveness ia concerned, brings 
readily from $80 to $100 per aero. 


There is a loss on in this for the 


farmers of Coshooton county. In- 
vestigation by Mr. Love and his 
brother viewers last winter a yean 
demonstrated that the roads of the 
county could bo graded and gravel- 
ed ior an average cost of $1000 per 
mile; and while the road thus con- 
structed would not be of sucu quali- 
ty as a limestone pike, the advant- 
ages would be so great that the bur- 
dens of taxation would be moro than 
relieved by* the enhanced value of 
the land. There, is opposition in 
much magnitude among our farmers, 
but they stand in their own light, 
and will in future years be free to BO 
acknowledge. Good roads are con- 
ducive to property, and until Coshoo- 
ton county adopts a better system, 
she will live in quasi darkness and 
dependence. 


Belmont county is one of tho great 


stock counties, and every third man 
seems to bo a stock dealer. Perhaps 
moro stock is bought and shipped 
from Belmont county by Belmont 
county buyers than any other coun- 
ty in the State, As a result we see 
but very little scrub stock of any 
kind and prices always rate well. 
We have noticed this io our brief ex- 
perience, that the farmer who prides 
himself upon his stock always has 
his farm in good condition, his fam- 
ily is intelligent, and the impress 
of God's wisdom shows on every 
hand; while the man who keeps 
about him scrubs, is scrubby him- 
self, and the line that marks the 
division of his family from the brute 
creation IB hardly perceptible.

Another Great Earthquake. 
CoNSTAKTiNoi-Li, Oct. 17.—It Is re- 


ported that much damage to property 
and great loss of life was caused by 
Thursday's earthquake on the peninsu- 
la between Chearaoh, in Asia Minor, 
opposite 
tho Island 
of Chios, and 


Vourla, on the southern coast of tho 
Gulf of Smyrna. Cbesmeh was badly 
damaged, but no lives wore lost. 


At Smyrna the shook was severe and 


a panto prevailed during the continu- 
ance ot the vibrations, but the damage 
was alight. 


All the villages between Ohesmeh 


and Vourla were completely wrecked, 
and at least 2,000 people lost their 
lives by being buried under tbe falling 
walla of their dwellings. An Immense 
amount of property has been destroyed 
the value of which It is at present Im- 
possible to estimate. 
•On tho Island of Ohols tho shook was 
also severe, hut the duration was short 
and little harm was done, 
Exactly 


how far the disturbance extended into 
tho Interior of Asia Minor Is at present 
unknown, but reports from points ly- 
ing to the east of Cheimeh and south- 
east from Smyrna Indicate that an ex- 
tensive area of country was affected. 


The survivors of the disaster are 


suiterlng fearful privations and a com- 
plete panic prevails among them. 


Most of the houses collapsed at the 


first shook, burying their Inmates. 
The people who escaped became panic- 
stricken, and ran Into tbe fields, whore 
many are still huddled together in a 
starving condition and suffering from 
cold. Help for the stricken people is 
being lent from Smyrna, 
The Porte 


has issued • notice that 20,000 persons 
•re homeless and pleading for Immedi- 
ate assistance. 
A Government Com- 


mission will start at soon as possible 
to aid the local officials.

Tho new head rests in an oval mo* 


dalllon on an heraldic shield. 
Tbo 


loitering shows moro sharply and dis- 
tinctly than In the present stamps;' at 
the top, tbo legend, "United States 
Postage,1' and below the medallion, 
"Two 2 cents," standing out clearly 
on groundwork darker than the body 
of the stamp, while tho color, a pale 
carmine red ink, in which oxide of 
Iron is a powerful component, sum- 
oiently distinguishes tho denomination 
without blurring the design, 


Toe double rate, or four-cent stamp 


is o( a green color, and boars the head 
of the hero of New Orleans, some* bat 
less unkempt and frightful than other 
government caricaturing of the grand 
old Democrat, If Andrew Jackson ac- 
tually resembled bis postage stamps, 
he needed neither military skill nor 
equipment; he had only to go forth 
and look upon his foe "and tho red 
field was won," 
The process of printing these stamps 


diners essentially from that of log- 
land and continental nations who con- 
tinue to make their plates from tho 
original die, and to print from raised 
designs on blocks like typos. 
The 


American Bank Note Company's pro- 
cess is, however, to out tho original die 
on soft steel in sunken linos, and from 
this being hardened, a roll of raised 
transfers like type are oltalned, and 
from these, in turn, are produced Uvo 
hundred steel copies of the original die, 
in fluaken lines, from which the 
stamps are finally printed.

Banks' Red rivor expedition was backed 


by Porter with his Mtelsalppl fleet of gun- 
boats. The vessels had made their way up 
on a rising river, and were all above the 
Alexandria falls,'when, early in May, Banks 
received orders to evacuate the country. 
Tbo expodition'had resulted in the capture of 
a few rivor vessels, two or throe small forts 
and posts, and the occupation of a long 
stretch of country^but no great advantages 
bad boon secured. Tho expedition, as a whole, 
was ordered by Halleok, interfered with by 
Grant and Sherman, broken up by unlocked 
for accidents and circumstances, and taken 
altogether was a blunder for which some one 
higher in authority than Banks should have 
been investigated. Porter, in his official re- 
port, says he rocnie«tod Gen, Banks to havo 
tho dam built. Banks, in his oflloial report, 
claims to have flrst*roachod tho subject to 
Porter, It was an expedition in which no 
ono had faith, no ono seemed to have supreme 
command, and about the only advantage 
gained was tho capture of largo quantities of 
cotton, Had not Banks received orders to 
evacuate tho country ho could not .have tar- 
ried longer. 
Provisions and ammunition 


were running low, tho Confederates wore 
gathering to fall upon him, and that ho suc-

Whon Porter was informed that tho army

Porter must 
either-got his fleet below those rapids or aban- 
Ion it and inarch his mon with tho army, 


It appears that tho Uloa of a dam was first 


broached by nn engineer itemed Balloy, rank- 
lug as a lieutenant colonel. Tho rivor was 
nearly 800 foot wide, the water falling every 
Jay and thus adding to tho velocity of the 
current, and Bailey's plan was booted and 
ridiculed by engineers nnd officers alike. For- 
U>r gushed ovor it whon his fleet was safe, but 
before tho work was begnn ho scouted tho 
Idea and announced that ho would blow up 
jvory I »nt in bin fleet if tho water did not 
rise in timo. 


BEGINNING WOIlK, 


Banks agreed to prolong liia stay until a 


slam could'bo erected, and when the task had 
been decided on at least 13,000 men wont to 
work. There wore.wood choppers and log- 
gers and lumbormen»and bridge-builders in 
ilmt army, and had tbo question been put to 
toom in thoKlrst place It would have boon car- 
ried by a unanimous vote. 


Thoro was plenty of timber and stone at 


hand, though chimneys and walls wore torn 
down for bricks, and some square timber 
hauled several miles. The work was por- 
tioned of! to gangs, and no task was ever 
prosecuted with greater harmony. 
After 


iho choppers bad thrown down a tree 
mother detail trimmed off the limbs, a third 
icorod and faced, and tho timber was then 
picked up and carried to the bank. In some 
tasos fifty men, each seizing the end of a 
band-spiko thrust under the log, carried it 
»long with military step and perfect ease. 


Tho dam was a rude affair—intended sim- 


ply to back up tho waters until the fleet 
»ould pass ovor tho rapids. A part of tbo 
jam was composed of cribs of timbers filled 
with stone, and tho stone were hauled from 
MIO to three miles. In eight days the 15,000 
men had accomplished what a civil engineer 
would not guarantee to do in four years. 
The dam stretched out from both banks until 
foe rapidity of the current and depth of water 
would permit of no moro work. Barges filled 
with stone were then-sunk to narrow the pass- 
age stfilxnore, awtiu eight bourn the rapids 
bod almost disappeared in the back water. 


TUB-ACCIDENT. 


Had Porter been Broody to go over at this 


5lm« nothing would have been easier, but ho 
was engaged in sending his heavy guns 
\shore, It was fcfen that tho pressure on the 
dam was becoraingtso great that it must give 
way,. andqthe three or four nearest boats wore 
put* through the channel at a moment's no- 
tice and'Without much peril, 
The last boat 


same down as a part of tho dam near tho 
centre was forced out by the pressure of the 
water. 
In twenty minutes'the six foot of 


bock water on the rapida had disappeared, 
(ind the army realized that it must renew its 
labors. 


Thojiwork of chopping, digging, carrying 


and lifting was tho easiest part of the work. 
Ncarlyja thousand men, all of them stripped 
of coateand vests, were obliged to work in 
water from two to four foot deep, and scores 
of them with ropes around their waists to 
prevent tho current from tumbling them 
down stream. Scarcely one bad escaped 
chills and f ovor and rheumatism, and of those 
ou shoro every back ached and every hand 
showed blisters. And yet within an hour 
after the break in the dam the army was ai 
work again. Thoro was no longer any doubt 
that tho fleet could bo saved, 


THE NEW DAM. 


Col, Bailey saw that ho must leave a wider 


opening in tho centre, and while doing this he 
must lose a foot or two of backwater. As 
au oftHot to this loss ho prepared wing-dams 
above the main structure, thus narrowing 
tho channel and increasing its depth. The 
army was at work a little ovor throcftlays 
nnd nights at tho second dam, and the depth 
of water on tho falls was almost as groat as 
bofovo. 


BAV1NQ THE BOATS. 


The lighter draught boats had little trouble 


in running tho rapids and darting through 
tho shuto, but tho heavier ones were saved 
only with the greatest difficulty. Their guns 
wore dismounted and hauled around the 
rapids, all of the ammunition removed, and 
not a pound of dead weight was left aboard 
to add to their peril. In the case of the Mound 
City, Carondelot, and others of that class, 
dray and guv-ropes were attached and a thou- 
sand men took bold and hauled and braced 
and pulled them through narrow, channels 
and ov«r shoal spots. The dam was begun on 
Hay 1, and by the 18th the entire fleet wai 
nfelyover. 


DIBAPPOIXTBD CONFEDERATES, 


When tbe Confederate! discovered Porter'i 


fleet in the trap they felt certain that he must 
leave it there. Tbe spring rise had passed, 
tho river was constantly falling, and they 
confidently counted on the destruction of ti» 
fleet. Porter wooM of course destroy eaob 
and every vessel, bat their destruction would 
be s, victor to boast of. Do man outside d 
CoL Bailey, Federal or Confederate, naf 
thotignto* the dam, aoaVifce wonder is thai 
with Porter and Banks each on Us dignity, 
and Grant harrying both njp> toe oolonel fot 
ahead of red tape and WQ the first stick of 
timber.

[Dunkirk Letter ia New York Sun.] 


"I don't expect to live much longer, and 


of tor I am dead I want you to put in the 
papers the . story of that ride I had from 
Prospect to Brockton in 1800." 


The speaker WM Duff Brown, an old loco- 


motive engineer, who was lying at his home 
in Portland, this county, dying with con- 
sumption. This was several weeks ago, On 
tho 7th of this month ho died, 
He waa 


nearly 00 years old. His story of the awful 
ride IK this; 


"In 18001 was running a mixed train on 


the Buffalo, Corry & Brio railway, The 
track between Prospect or Mayvllle Summit 
and'Brockton Junction is «o crooked that, 
while tho distance in actually only tea miles, 
tho curvett make it by rail fourteen, The 
griulo for tho whole distance is ovor seventy 
feet to the mile. 


"About 0 o'clock on tho night of Aug. 17, 


1800, wo reached the Summit with a train of 
two passenger cars, six oil ears and a box 
car, The latter contained two valuable trot- 
ting horses, and their keepers with them, ou 
their way, I believe, to the Cleveland moot- 
ing. 
There wore fifty or sixty passengers in 


tho two cars. I got the signal from tho con» 
duotor to start, and I pulled out. Wo had] 
got under considerable headway, whon, look- 
ing back, I Haw that an oil car in tho middle, 
of tho train was on flro. I reversed my en- 
gine and whistled for brakes. The conductor 
and brukeman jumped off. They uncoupled 
the passenger cars and set the brakes on them, 
bringing thorn to a stop. Buppooing that 
tho brakes on tbo burning oil cars would 
also bo put on, I called to ft bvakonwn on 
tho box car to draw tho coupling pin 
between that car and tho hood oil tank, hack- 
ing so that ho could do it, intending to run 
far enough away to save tho box cur and lo- 
emotive. As I ran on down the hill, after 
tho pin had been drawn, what wan my horror 
to see that tho bunting cars wore following 
me at a speed that was rapidly increasing. 
Tho men hud not succeeded in putting on tho 
brakes, I saw that tbo only thing to bo done 
was to run'for it totfirocton, and tlio oluinoos 
wore that wo would'never reach there at tho 
speed which we would be obliged to makn 
around those sharp reverse curves, whore wo 
had.never run ovor twenty miles an hour, 
41 Whon I saw tho flaming curs—for tho 


whole six woro on flro by this timo—plunging 
after me, and only a few feet away, I pulled 
tho throttle open. Tho oil cars caught mo, 
though, before I got away, They came with 
full forco against tho roar of tho box car, 
smashing in one end and knocking tho 
horses and their keepers flat on tho floor, 
The heat was almost unbearable, and, do my 
best, I couldn't place moro than thirty foot 
between the pursuing column of fire and 
ourselves, 
By tho light from tho furnace, 


as my fireman opened tho door to pllo 
in the cool I caught sight of the face of 
one of tho horsemen in tho box car, ho 
having climbed up to tho grated opening in 
the end. It was as pale as death, and ho 
bogged me for God's sake to givo her more 
steam. I was giving her then all the stoam 
she could carry, and tbo grade itself was 
enough to carry us down at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour. We wont so, fast that the en- 
gine couldn't pump. Every time wo struck 
ono of those curves tho old girl would almost 
run on ono sot of wheels, and why in tho 
world we didn't topplo ovor is something I 
novor omild understand, She seemed to know 
that it was a race of life and death, and 
worked as if sho were alive. 


"The night was dark, and the road ran 


through woods, deep rook cuts, and. along 
high embankments, There wo wore, thunder- 
ing along at lightning speed,, and, only a few 
paces behind us,.that flery demon4n full.pur- 
suit There were 50,000 gallons of oil in those 
tanks at least, and it was all in flame, mak- 
ing a flying avalauoho of 600 foot long. 
The flames leaped into tho air nearly a hun- 
dred feet. The roar was liko that of somo 
great cataract. Now and then a tank would 
oxplode with a noise like a cannon, when a 
column of flame and pitchy smoke would 
mount high above the, bedy>i of tho flames, 
and showers of burnlngioil would1bo scattered 
about in the-woods, Tho whole country was 
lighted up for miles around, 


"Well, it wasn't long, going at tho rate we 


mode, before the light* of Broeton came iu 
sight down in i tho valley, Tho relief I folt 
when these came in view was short lived, for 
I remembered* that train'-No. 0, on*ho Lake 
Shore, would bo due at the Junction just 
about the time wo would roach it. No, 8 
was the Cincinnati express. Our only hope, 
all along during the race, had boon that tho 
switchman' at the Junction would think far 
enough to open tho switch there, connecting 
the cross-cut track with the Lake Mhoro 
track, and let us run in on tho latter, whore 
the grade would bo against us, if anything, 
and where we could soon got out of tho way 
of the oil cam, 
Tho switch, of CCUI-HO, 


would bo closed now for tho express, and our 
last hope was gone, unices tho exprosu WOH 
lato, or somebody had sense oiiough to flag it. 
While wo were* thinking of thin wo »aw tho 
express tearing along toward tho Junction, 
Could wo reach tho Junction, get lilie switch, 
and the switch bo sot back for the express be- 
fore tho latter got thero? If not, thoro would 
be an inevitable crash, in whiuh not only wo 
but probably scores of othot'H would bo 
crushed to death, All this conjecturing dli] 
not occupy two seconds, but in that two HOO- 
onds I lived years, 
" 'Good God I' I said to my flreinmi, 'wluvt 


are wo to do now?1 


"The fireman promptly replied—and ho 


was a bravo little follow—that I should 
whistle for the switch and tako the chances, 
I did so, That whistle wan ono prolonged 
yell of agony, It was a shriek that soetnod 
to tell us that our bravo old engine knew our 
danger and had her fears, Neither tho fire- 
man nor myself spoke another word, 


"Thanks be to God I The engineer on the 


express train, seeing us tearing down that 
mountain with an eighth of a mile of solid 
fire in close pursuit of us, knew in a moment 
that only one thing could savo us. Ho whis- 
tled for brakes, and got his train to a stand 
not ten feetaway from the switch. Tho switch- 
man now answered our signal, and we shot 
In on the Shore track and wbiiczotl on up by 
the depot and through the place like,a rocket, 
The burning cars followed us in, of course, 
but their race was run, They had no pro- 
pelling power now, and after chasing us fora 
mile they gave up the pursuit, and in three 
hours thero was nothing left of them but 
smoking ruins.
